Continuation of 3. NOTE: New claims 150-161 would require consideration under double patenting not previously required. Because of 
the multiple dependency of the pending claims combined with the mutliple dependency of the new claims, a detailed review of the claims 
for substantial duplicates would be required. The burden required to do so after final is undue as the review of after final amendments is 
intended to be cursory. Furthermore, the proposed limitaion ""wherein the saponin and immunostimulatory oligonucleotide have a 
synergistic adjuvant effect" would have to be analyzed as it relates to new matter and enablement for each combination of saponin and 
oligo specifically claimed. While the phrase is found in the specification on pg 14, lines 4-6, the examiner would have to make sure the 
phrase applies to the data for each combination of saponin and oligo specifically claimed. The burden required to make such new matter 
and enablement analyses after final would be undue.
